Cultural Hints. Always dig the hole too large. Be sure of good drainage. Plant so that the graft joint is just below the ground. Spread the roots 
well and tamp soil firmly around them. Cut back tops to 4 to 6 inches and cover entire plant with moist soil. Remove this covering when plants 
start to show growth (about 10 days). Repeat covering process in late fall for winter protection and best results. Prune more than you want to or 
think necessary. Best fertilizers are rotted cow manure and bone meal. Semi-weekly feedings of cow manure water from May 15th to August 15th 
add vigor to flower and foliage. All of the nationally advertised disease and pest remedies seem good. Don't forget to use one for best results.

Shrubs like any good fertile garden soil. Acid (sour) soil will not give the best results, but most types do fairly well 
in it. Azaleas and Blue Hydrangeas must have an acid (sour) soil and like plenty of humus. Plant to the depth they 
have been grown. You can see the soil line on the plants. Spread the roots well and tamp soil around them. Water 
well. Never remove the burlap from balled and burlapped plants. Plant ‘‘as is,” cutting only top strings after setting. 
Don't over-water, as most plants don't like ‘‘wet feet'’ any more than humans. Mature height is indicated by figures 
following names of plants. In most cases plants may be kept to half this size or less by proper pruning.
